On you depends to some extent my success in discharging the 
high and responsible duties confided to my hands, and with the 
aid and assistance of each member, I indulge the hope that 
peace and harmony will accompany all our proceedings. 

Coming from different sections of the State, it is but reasona- 
ble to presume we have diversified interests to guard and pro- 
tect. In the various questions which may come before you for 
consideration, let us not, however, forget the important fact, 
that in compliance with the oath just administered to each of 
us, we are not to legislate alone for our immediate constituents, 
nor are we to prefer our own section to the neglect of the inter- 
ests of another of the State, but as faithful sentinels we are 
bound impartially to legislate for all, without favor or affec- 
tion. 

If sectional jealousies or sectional prejudices have an abiding 
peace in the breast of any Senator present, I hope and pray it 
will atonce be eradicated as unworthy to, be entertained, I 
know many of us differ in regard to questions of federal policy, 
yet that is noreason why we should differ on subjects conneet- 
ed with the general interest of the State. On questions of State 
, policy, either general or local, we should come together and act 
as a band of brothers. . 

Comparatively speaking, many of us are to each other almost 
entire strangers. We have assembled here to-day by the ex- 
pressed will of the people. To them we are to render a strict 
account of our stewartship. 'They expect much at our hands; 
let us not disappoint their hopes and expectations, but endeavor 
so far as frail human nature will permit to forget our party di- 
visions, forget our sectional jealousies and sectional prejudices, 
and with patriotic motives to govern our action, that our delib- 
erations may finally redound to the general interest, prosperity 
and happiness of the whole common wealth of Tennessee. j

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Touching the Duty of the Speaker. 


lst. He shall take the chair every day, precisely at the hour to 
which the Senate stands adjourned, shall immediately call the 
members to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, shall 
cause the journal of the preceding day to be read. 

2d. He shall preserve order and decorum: may speak to points 
of order, in preference to other members, rising from his seat for 
that purpose: shall decide questions of order, subject to appeal 
to the Senate by any two members, on which appeal no member 
shall speak more than once, unless by leave of the Senate. 

3d. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sit- 
ting. 
ds Questions shall be put directly in this form, to wit: As 
many as are of opinion that (that as the question may be,) say 
‘Aye, and after the affirmative willis expressed, as many as are 
of a contrary opinion say ‘No.’ If the Speaker doubt, or a di- 
vision be called for, the Senate shall divide— those in the affirma- 
tive of the question shall first rise from their seats, and after- 
wards those in the negative. 

5th. The Speaker shall examine and correct the Journal be- 
fore it isread. He shall have a general direction of the Senate 
Chamber. He shall have a right to name any member to per- 
form the duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not ex- 
tend beyond an adjournment. 

6th. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless 
otherwise specially directed by the Senate in which case they 
shallbe appointed by the Senate viva voce; and if upon the first 
tame of voting there is no election, there shall be a second vo- 
ting, in which a plurality of votes shall prevail. 

7th. In all other cases, a majority of the votes given shall be 
necessary to an election. 

8th. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the lob- 
by,the Speaker or the chairman of the committee ofthe whole, 
shall have the power to order thesame to be cleared. 


Order of ihe Business of the Day. 


9th. As soon as the Journal is read,the Speaker shall, through 
the Clerk, call for petitions from Senators by districts—begin- 
ning with the most easwardly and progressing westwardly.— 
Reports from standing committees shall next be inorder; then re- 
ports from select committees. 

10th. Nomember shall speak to another, or otherwise inter- 
rupt the business of the Senate, or read any newspaper while the 
Journal or public papers are reading, or when any member is 
speaking in any debate. 

lith. Every member when he speaks, shall address the Chair, 
standing in his place, and shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, and shall avoid personalities, and when he has fin- 
‘ished shall sit down. 


Pr 
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12th. When two or more members rise at the same time to 
speak, the Speaker shall determine who has the floor—but in all 
cases, the member who shall first rise and address the Chair 
shall speak first. 

13th. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the 
rules of the Senate, the Speaker shall, or any member may call 
to order; in which case the member so called to order shall im- 
mediately sit down, unless permitted to explain, and the Senate 
shall, if appealed to, decide on the case, but without debate. If 
there be no appeal, the decision of the Chair shall be submitted 
to. If the decision be in favor of the member called to order, 
he shall be permitted to proceed without leave ef the Senate; 
and if the case require it, he shall be liable to the censure of the 

enate. 

i4th. If the member be called to order by a Senator for words 
spoken, the exceptionable words shallimmediately be takendown 
in writing, that the Speaker may be better enabled to judge of 
the matter. 

15th. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
Senate, without leave first obtained; and in case a less number 
than a quorum of the Senate shall convene, they are hereby au- 
thorized to send the door-keeper or any other person or persons 
hy them authorized, for any or all absent members, as the major- 
ity of such members present shall agree atthe expense of such 
member respectively, unless such excuse for non-attendance shall 
be made as the Senate, when a quorum is convened, shall judge 
sufficient.

A message from his Excellency, Neil S. Brown, Governor of 
the State of Tennessee, by Wm. B. A. Ramsey, Esq., Secretary 
of State. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 


I am directed by his Excellency, the Governor of the State of 


ie Tennessee, to deliver to the Senate, his message in writing:— 


And then he withdrew. 

On motion by Mr. Thornburg, 

The Senate took up the message in writing from his Excel- 
leney the Governor, this day transmitted to the Senate; which 
was read at the Clerk's table as follows, to wit: 


Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives : 

You have assembled at the seat of Government to discharge 
the trusts with which you have been invested, under the Consti- 
tution and laws of the State. And itis gratifying on such an 
oecasion to be assured of the general health and prosperity 
whieh now mark the condition of our community. For these 
biessingS we are laid under a new tribute of gratitude to the 
Great Disposer of all human events. 

The reports from the different Departments of the State, and 
from the institutions under its control, will acquaint you with 
their condition respectively, and the manner in which they have 
been administered. Iam happy to believe they have all been 
managed with fidelity, and that their operations have been rea- 
sonably successful. 

The Bank of Tennessee has at all times,since its creation, 
formed a subject of deep interest to the State. Much depends 
upon it. It is the great paymaster for all the public obligations. 
So far, it has certainly met all demands against it—has in the 


~, main, been well conducted; and its profits have been equal to 


those of most other banking institutions of the day. But I think 
it can be demonstrated that there has been a loss of the capital 
of the Bank to the-amount of near eight hundred thousand dol- 
lars,if not more. I mean it has taken that much, together with 
its net profits, to discharge the obligations that have, from time to 
time, been imposed upon it. If this be so, the result sooner or 
or later, and at no distant day, cannot be mistaken—it must end 
disastrously. 

To determine whether there has been this loss of capital, we 
need only refer to the history of its operations, and the reports 
made from time to time. Whether the amount of loss upon the 
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capital of the Bank is correctly stated or not, itis certain there 
has been a loss, and that on the Ist of January, 1848, it amount- 
ed to $777,360 69 according to the report of the joint select 
committee of the last session of the General Assembly. This is 
a state of things that ought not to be permitted to continue. 
The evil arises from the fact that the Bank has been required to 
do impossibilities. Tt has made an average profit of aboutseven 
per cent.,takiug the whole term of years since it was organized; 
but to meet all the liabilities imposed upon it, would require a 
profit of about ten or eleven per cent. This it cannot and 
ought not to be expected to accomplish. If the present line of 
policy is continued, we must look forward to the time when the 
whole capital of the Bank shall have been expended. That cap- 
ital, as is known, embraces the common school fund, and the 
surplus revenue fund deposited with the State by the General 
Government. If the latter should ever be called for it would 
present to us a melancholy alternative— while there is but little 
probability that the former would ever be supplied, however 
solemnly it has been pledged by the Constitution, and however 
ardently it has been cherished by the friends of education. The 
real capital of the Dank at present, does not exceed two millions 
and a half; and if we assume that the nett profits will here- 
after amount to seven per cent. per annum, we would realize an 
aggregate profit of $175,000 per annum. With this sum, ac- 
cording to the stated liabilities in 1847, we would have to meet 
$271,712 87, which shows a deficit at that date of $96,712 87. 
This calculation allows nothing for the increased liabilities of 
the Bank for the last two years, nor for the reduction in the cap- 
ital by the current drain. The Bank began its operations onthe 
Ist of July, 1838, with a capital of $3,226,976 82, and by the 
Ist of July. 1849, has lost the sum of $800,000, as is believed. 
Now, at this rate of loss, it can be demonstrated that in 16-years 
the whole capital will have been expended. No man who wishes 
well to the prosperity of the State, desires such a result. And 
yet it is to me most manifest, if the Bank is continued with the 
present encumberences upon it. The policy of gradual liquida- 
tion has heretofore been tested by your predecessors and was 
zealously adeocated by many. Others there were, who, while 
they conceded the evils connected with the institution, were de- 
terred from fixing a period to its duration, by the fear of what 
they deemed greater evils. The Bank then, as now, with its 
numerous branches, furnished a large portion of the circulating 
medium of the country, and is-convenient for many purposes— 
both to the State and tothe people. The publie mind was not 
then prepared for its withdrawal. Whether it is now, you will 
determine. . A more intimate acquaintance in the last two years, 
with the history and operations of the Bank, has satisfied me, 
that the publie interest requires that it should either be discon- 
tinued, or that it should be so far relieved from its obligations 
as to save its captial from further reduction. 
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Indisposed at all times to favor a radical change upon ques- 
tions of mere domestic policy, while any reasonable ground of 
success remains, I would be willing to see the Bank continued 
for the present, if the relief indicated, is extended to it. This I 
think ean be accomplished by making the Treasury chargable 
with all the liabilities which now rest upon the Bank; and re- 
sponsible for any deficit in the. means of payment. In this way, 
whatever profits the Bank may realize, will go into the Treasury 
for its profits, and upon accounting with the Treasury for its 
profits, let the Bank be discharged from further obligation. 
Under the present system, if the profits of the Bank are in- 
adequate, as they have been, the capital is made to supply the 
deficit; and thus we are presented with a policy, which, in the 
case of an individual in private life, would be universally con- 
demned, and lead inevitably to poverty and bankruptcy. This 
policy is also recommended by its simplicity, irrespective of the 
condition of the bank. It would render the state of our re- 
sources less complex, and manifest at all times, without dispute 
or cavil, the precise amount of available means. And what 
objection can be taken to this course of policy? Let us not be 
startled at the idea of an increase of taxation to make up any 
deficit. I believe no such necessity will arise. But if it does, 
we ought to know itin due time, and not wait until the whole 
capital of the Bank is expended—until necessities multiply up- 
on us to an extent beyond our ability to meet. 

(f the Bank is put in a state of liquidation, it should of course 
be so gradual as not to impair the business of the country, or 
lesson the circulation. Asthe vacuum is formed it would be sup- 
plied from other Banks now in existence, or such as you may 
choose to create. E 

I am then prepared, and do earnestly recommend, that the 
Bank be either discontinued or disencumbered. Either policy 
i» decidedly preferable to the present. Either would be safe to 
the best interests of the State, while the present is destined, in 
my judgment, to be disastrous. 

The subject of common schools, will, of course, engage your 
considerate attention. Itis evident to every one that the present 
system is far from being satisfactory to the people. And in many 
places, either from its defects, or from improper management, it 
has become odious. Doubtless many improvements could be made .. 
on the present plan, without reference to the increase of the fund, - 
by which the administration of the wholo could be rendered more 
easy and certain. But itis an increase of the fund which is most 
desired, and without which, no óther innovation or improvement 
would be of any great practical utility. But how is this to be 
attained? Upon this subject there is a variety of opinions. I 
think our present revenue system will be found to furnish a sur- 
plus over and above the ordinary wants of the State, and proba- 
bly beyond all contingencies. If so, how could it be better ap- 
plied than to common school purposes? If this addition to the” 
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present fund be insufficient, I know of no other mode of enlarging 
Jit but by taxation. Whether this should be resorted to in any ‘ 

shape, you, who represent the immediate interests and wishes of 

the people, will determine. I beg leave, however, to state, that 

I do not believe a system of direct taxes expedient or proper. 

Some counties are unable to bear additional burdens—while oth- 

ers are indisposed to do so. And experience has shown that a 

voluntary tax is much more conducive to the success of common 
3s schools, than one to be enforced by a general law of the State. 
` By a voluntary tax, I mean, to confer, by law, the power upon the 

county courts of the different counties to levy an amount, within 
4 certain limits, for common school purposes: provided, that, before 
such tax can be laid, the voice of the voters of the county shall 

be taken, and the exercise of the power be under the control of . 

a popular majority. And whatever sum may be raised in this 

way, will be added to the proportion of the State fund annually 
- received by the county and expended for school purposes within 

the county. In this way each county will control the matter for 
itself, and the people will or will not tax themselves, as they 
please. J think this planis practicable, and so far as I have been 
able to perceive, it will be acceptable to the people. Something 
ought to be done to advance a subject of so much importance. 
We oweitto the character of the State, and we owe it as an act 
of justice to the children of the State. I need not enlarge on the 
inestimable benefits of a general and diffusive system of educa- 
tion. It lies at the foundation of our form of government—giv- 
— ing strength both to the ballot-box and to the cartridge-box—and 
furnishing guarantees for the maintenance of law and order not 
to be found in pains and penalties. And from it we are to expect 
the origin and support of all great enterprises, that tend to devel- 
ope our country and elevate our people. I sincerely trust you 
may findit in your power, at the present session, to advance this 
great cause, so that every child in the State, within the scholastic 
ages, may be enabled to learn the elements of education free of 
expense. 

The subject of internal improvement is one which is exciting 
more interest at present than any, perhaps, which will enter into 
your deliberations And it is gratifying to witness the spirit 
which now pervades the different seetions of the State with 
regard to it. The Nashville and Chattanooga railroad, and the 
East Tennessee and Georgia railroad are in a state of vigorous 
progress, and furnish assurances of their completion at no distant 
day. Much interest is also feltin Upper Tennessee, in favor of 
a road from Knoxville to the Virginia line, chartered at your last 
session. "These enterprises are all rendered more important by 
the policy of the State of Virginia, which promises the con- 
struction of a route from the Tennessee line to Lynchburg, thus 
presenting the prospect of a line of railroad, almost unbroken 
from Nashville to the Eastern Atlantic. While, by the enlighten- 
ed policy and liberal enterprise of the people and State of Geor- 
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gia a continuous line is opening to us, to the Southern Atlantic. 
The vast advuatages presented by these works, appeal to your 
enlightened policy for all the aid in your power to bestow, to 
ensure theircompletion. Although the State debt is now con- 
siderable, yet it is not such in my opinion, considering the amount 
of our means, as to deter us from still further appropriations of 
the public credit in aid of specific objects, I say in aid of specific 
objects, for I hope never again to see the indiscriminate policy 
of the act of 1837-8 resorted to by the State. Such a policy, if 
persevered in, would bankrupt any State in the world. The 
tendency was to construct any and every sort of road, with- 
out reference to itsimportance or value. The Upper East Ten- 
nessee route, viewed both in its Jocal bearing upon the interests 
of that section of the State, and as a part of the great chain con- 
necting us with the Eastern Atlantie, becomes an enterprise of 
the highest value. Indeed, it is indispensable, and I have no 
hesitation in recommending it as deserving a liberal patronage 
at ihe hands of the State. How much may be needed, remains 
to be seen; and how much should be granted, you will determine. 
It is not to be expectedthat private enterprise alone can build 
the road—it is a work of too much magnitude. The advantages 
of this branch of improvement to East Tennessee are apparent. 
No man can contemplate her condition and natural resources, 
without being impressed with it. But these works, though direct- 
ly connected with East and a portion of Middle Tennessee, are 
important to the whole State. They form the basis of other and 
similar enterprises already in agitation, and destined at no dis- 
tant day, I trust, be carried out. Looking atthe spirit of the day 
upon such subjects, and the necessity of multiplying outlets to 
market, no one can believe for a moment thatthe Nashville and 
Chattanooga railroad will be limited to its present terminus. And 
to all, who indulge an enlarged view of the interests of the 
whole State, it must be a desirable object to see this road extend- 
ed from Nashville, or some intermediate point, west to Memphis. 
The Western portion of the State, is interested in such a com- 
munication to the East and South-east. And so are the other 
sections of the State, in a speedy approach to the Mississippi 
and the South-west. The extension of this route West, would 
complete the chain from one end of the State to the other. And 
besides the commercial advantages to flow from it, it would bring 
into constant and close communication, the people of all por- 
tions of the State: a result greatly to be desired, in every view of 
our social and domestic well-being. I trust you may concur with 
me in the importance and practicability of the route from Nash- 
ville to Memphis, and grant a charter with such pledges of aid 
from the State as you may deem safe. Ido not doubt but the 
greater portion of the stock, at least, would be taken, as the line 
would pass through many counties of great wealth and resources, 
and deeply interested by their locality in the attainment of such a 
road. I need not employ arguments or facts to enforce the in-_ 
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calculable benefits of such a line of railroad to the people of 
Tennessee, Remote from the ocean and lakes and limited, and, 
to a great extent, excluded from water communication, this State, 
with all its vast resources, has been kept in the rear of improve- 


ments which now mark the age, our growth in numbers .and - 
wealth, though considerable, has been slow, compared to our ca- . 


pabilities. ' ‘his is a question which addresses the interests of ev- 
ery farmer and. mechanic in the land, more especially, they being 
producers and directly concerned in the enjoyment of a speedy 
and certain market. The interest of all others compared to 
théirs, is but secondary. But there is another inducement, which 
appeals alike to all. The construction of such a road throughout 
the length of the State, would conduce to the growth of mann- 
factures in all their variety. Besides its influence in enticing the 
capital of our own people into that department of induStry, it 


would not fail to bring into our midst the capital and enterprise - 
of other States. Our natural resources, agricultural, mineral- 


and manufacturing, are well known and appreciated. Develop- 


ment ought to be the order of the day, at least in the politics of ` ' 


Tennessee. ^ The property-holder and the non-property holder are 
equally interested: the former in the increased value of what he 


ment of property. 
And,if we need this stimulus of example upon this subject, 
we have itin the policy of our sister.

State has the honor of being foremost, amohg all the Southern: 


States, in this great branch of enterprise. Though bounded on 
her Southern limits by the Atlantic shore, and enjoying many 
navigable rivers, yet, not content with these natural advantages, 
far superior to ours, her public undertakings for railroads already 
amount to about six millions, while private enterprise has incur- 
red.an equal sum, on the same account. The results so far, have 
been propitious, and promise the certainty of anew era in the 
wealth and commerce of that State. 


One difficulty, always encountered in-any specific work of this 


" kind, is the opposition of those sections not directly addressed by 


it. This ought notto be. All portions cannot at once be sup- 


plied with these facilities. It must be done in:detail, and with a, 


steady and cautious calculation of the public and general, as 
well as local advantages to-arise. : 


But there is still another reason that ought of itself to enforce . 
the extension of this railroad to:some point on the Mississippi > 


river—and that is the probable construction of a route to the 
Pacific—to be built by the General ‘Government out:of the pub- 
lie lands. This latter enterprise, if carried.on, may connect itself 
with some point on our Western border—if.so, it would form but 
the continuation of the line above recommended. And why may

in progress‘and in contémplation—and the character and resour- 
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ces of the countries through which they will pass—forming alto- 
gether an inducement in favorof this point. And from.every 
observation that has been made, it will be shorter, cheaper in its 
construction than any other yet indicated, and it will, not encoun- 
ter the impassible snows, that are to be found, at least in winter, 
on the other routes. This.great national project, so important 
to the nation at large, and especially to the Mississippi valley, 
will, doubtless, receive your earnest countenance and favor, as 
it is now receiving much attention and regard by the people of 
the Southern and Western States. To have the Atlantic and 
Pacific connected by one great highway, and Tennessee enjoying 
an intermediate portion of it within her own territory, iş well 
worthy of a vigorous demonstration on your part at the present 
session, independent of all other local considerations and inte- 
rests. 
The Mobile and Ohio Railroad, will no doubt be pressed upon 
| your consideration, either in its main route across the State, or'in 
^ one or more diverging branches. It is destined if completed, to 
be of immense value to a large and growing portion of our Statė, 
and proposes to add to other advantages another Southern mar- 
ket for our produce. I respectfully bespeak for this, as well as 
every other substantial project of improvementthat may be pre- 
sented, your liberal and enlightened regard. In this connection, 
| the further improvement of our rivers, ought not to be overlook- 
ed. Many lasting advantages can be attained by the expenditure 
of small sums, in the removal of specified obstructions, that now 
' interfere materially with the navigation of many of our streams. 
1 The details of these, their locality, and estimated cost, are best 
; known to yourselves. 
irs But while I am the earnest advocate of every thing that tends 
: to develop the resources of the State; to quicken and advance 
her growth, in agriculture and the mechanic arts, in commerce and 
manufactures; Í am not a friend to rash and improvident expen- 
ditures. The faith of the State ought not to be impaired, or en- 
dangered for any improvements however desirable. And it is 
gratifying to our pride of character as a people, that hitherto all ` 
our publie engagements have been promptly and faithfully met. 
The credit of the State has hitherto escaped any reflection, eith- 
er at home or abroad, and this may assure the world that repudi- 
ation will never find a lodgment within our limits, asItrust it may 
never find an advocate. 
I beg leave to call your attention to that portion of the reve- 
| - nue law, passed at the last session, which relates to the tax on 
p : merchants. Itis, in my judgment, unequal and oppressive, and 
= I respectfully recommend its modification. It was no doubt the 
^^sult of oversight in its framers. As the law now stands, it is 
a great hardship on that class of men. 
Some amendment might be made to advantage, in our penal 
code, so far as relates to the punishment of slaves. The present 
law sonferring power on the Executive, to commute the punish- 
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ment of death to imprisonment for life in the Penitentiary does 
not, in my judgment, extend to slaves. And cases will often 
occur, where the pardoning power ought to be exercised, but 
where some punishment short of death, would be gladly inflicted 
if authority existed for it. Now it is death or no punishment at 
all, in all capital convictions of slaves. What additional mode 
of punishmant should be adopted in such eases,, is difficult to 
determine, "The choice, perhaps,is limited between confine- 
ment in the common jail and in the Penitentiary. The punish- 
ment now inflicted on a slave for larceny,is a mere farce, and 
has no sort of terror connected with it—since he receives the 
same at the hands of his master for every day delinquencies. 1 
submit to you, whether there is any remedy for these defects in 
the law, consistent with sound policy. E 

A vacancy has occurred in the third Solicitorial District, by 
the resignation of Samuel A. Smith, Esq., which was temporari- 
ly filled by the appointment of James B. Cocke, Esq., of Athens. 
A vacancy occurred in the office of Register of the Ocoee Dis- 
trict, by the resignation of J. C. Tipton, and was supplied by the 
appointment of F. W. Lea, of Cleaveland. A vacancy also oc- 
curred in the office of Register of the Mountain District, by the 
death of Jacob A. Lane, and was supplied by the, appointment 
of John F4 Voss, of Sparta. The office of Comptroller.of the 
State became vacant by the resignation of F. K. Zollicoffer, 
and was filled by the appointment of Benj. H. Sheppard. The 
office of Physician and Superintendent of the Lunatic Assylum, 
became vacant by the death of Dr. John S. McNairy, and was 
filled by the appointment of Dr. Boyd McNairy. Hon. James 
Scott, Judge of the 14th Judicial Circuit, recently resigned his 
office to take effect on the 29th ult. This vacancy has not been 
filled by me, but is reserved for your election. "These embrace 
allihe vacancies, that have occurred since your last adjourn- 
ene the appointment of which is vested in your Honorable 
body. 

Here I might close this communication, as all the principal 
subjects of State interest proper to be presented, are embraced. 
But the question of slavery, or rather the questions eonnected 
with it, have of late assumed such importance, as to demand 
my notice and some consideration at your hands. This institu- 
tion, in my opinion, belongs exclusively to the States, where it ex- 
ists, and neither the General Government, nor the other States of 
the Union,have anyright to interfere with it, directly or indirectly. 
And if such right did exist, the subject is of too delicate and ag- 
itating a charter to justify its exercise. I also deny the pow- 
er, claimed by many, in the General Government, to exclude 
slavery from the new territories where it does not exist. That 
power is at least questionable, and it will be time enough to yield 
its existence when it is settled, by the graver tribunals of the 
country. In short it seems to me that slavery in any aspect of 
it, does not properly admit of legislation -by Congress, either to

determine where it shall or shall not go; or to abolish, limit, or 
impair it where itis. And certainly the repose of that section 
of the Union, where slavery exists, is best consulted by total si- 
lence on the part of Congress upon this delicate subject, While 
this is so, the termination of slavery, if it is to have a termina- 
tion, is deeply involved in the prudénce and forbearance of those, 
who are desirous to witness such an event. Every attempt to 
limit or interfere with it, by direct or indirect means, tends but 
to perpetuate it, and what is more, to weaken, and alienate the 
feelings and affections of one section of the Union towards the 
other. Let the people who shall inhabit the new territories, de- 
termine the quesiton for themselves, when they meet to establish 
a State government. Their right to do this is admitted by all, 
but to exclude slavery from the territories in advance, by the 
adoption of whatis called the Wilmot Proviso is, in effect, to 
foreclose the whole question. Iam happy in the belief, that'all 
difficulty on the subject will be obviated at an early day, by the 
establishment of State governments, both in California and New 
Mexico; and whether they adopt or exclude slavery, is a matter 
for themselves, in which we have no concern, and about which, 
Į am sure, I feel no solicitude. All lovers of the Union; all 
friends to peace and harmony, will rejoice at such a consumma- 
tion. Andit can neither injure nor disappoint any class, unless 
it be a few political agitators, both in the North and South, who 
have found in this question a prime element for commotion and 
disturbance. J have no sympathy with the threats of violence 
and disunion, that have been but too often heralded forth, on both. 
sides of this question, as the ultimate remedy. This is not the 
proper mode of vindicating rights, between two great sections 
of the country—bound together by so many glorious recollec- 
tions—and inspired by so many brilliant hopes and expectations 
as belong to the future. 1 see nothing in the present aspect of 
this question to justify either a resort to violence or disunion, or 
to threaten them as remedies. If it should present a graver 
foature, in its progress, let the emergency dictate the remedy. In 
the meantime, let us insist on our rights by ail constitutional 
means, and also resolve to maintain the Union “at all hazards 
and to the last extremity.” I am willing to yield the honor of 
disunion doctrines to those who rely upon them asa cure to any 
present or probable evils, to arise from the question of slavery. 
Upon them will rest the responsibility (and a fearful one it will 
be) of calculating the value of the Union, and cheapening its dig- 
nity and duration, in the estimation of any portion of the Amer- 
ican people. With the Union, we'have every thing to inspire 
the hopes and impel the energies of patriotism, amid the vast 
field of improvement that lies before us. Without it, we have 
nothing worth maintaining—worth living for—worth dying for! 
Clouds and darkness rest upon such a future—sectional jealous- 
tes—border forays—endless collisions—the patriotism of trade 
and commerce, and theruin of American liberty, fill up the-bale- 
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‘ful picture. "Against such a contemplation, all men of all par- 
ties, ought to turn with instinctive horror. The Union ought 
to be deemed invaluable—as when it was formed it was deemed œ 
indispensible. It is invaluable: and deserves to be the last of 
human institutions that shal! fade before the trumpet of retribu- 
tion. . 
` Whether slavery isright or wrong—founded in good or bad 
policy, it will run its course, and maintain its place. And when- 
ever slave labor ceases to be profitable, the institution will no 
doubt be dispensed with, in the same way and from the same 
motives, which terminated it in the North-Eastern States, where 
it formerly existed. It asks for no protection, but simply de- 
mands to belet alone. It cherishes no spirit of propagandism, 
but acknowledges the right and power of those who dispense 
with it todo so. 
For the purpose, therefore, of vindicating our rights, as well 
as to allay existing agitation, I recommend, that you memoralize 
Congress in a firm, vigorous and temperate appeal, against all 
legislation on the subject, and leave the evil, if it be an evil, to 
. correct itself uuder the auspices of local public sentiment, and 
loeal legislation—and allow the blessing, it be a blessing, to be 
enjoyed unmolested, under the sanctuary of State authority. t 
In closing this communication, I beg leave to tender the assu- 
rance of my best wishes for your success, in the discharge of the 
high duties which surround you, and forthe lasting. prosperity 
and. happiness of our beloved State.

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| On motion of Mr, Whitfield, 
Received and read, and is as follows: 


Gentlemen of the Senate, and 
House of Representatives: 


It is made my duty by the Constitution, from time to time, to 
give to the General Assembly information ‘of the state of the gov- 
ernment, and recommend to their consideration such measures 
as I shall judge expedient. The reports already submitted to you 
by the several officors in charge of the different branches of the 
government, will convey to you the information necessary to-en- 
able you to understand its condition. Indischarge' of my duty, I 
commend these several reports to your careful examination, and 
with as much brevity as I can command, I will proceed to sub- 
mitto you such suggestions as seem to meto be expedient in re- 
gard to some of the more important subjects connected with 
your legislative duties. 

At the threshold you will allow me to impress upon your 
minds the importance of instituting a rigid scrutiny into the 
condition of the different departments “of “the government, 
and the several institutions any way connected with them, 
as well as into the official conduct of the several functiona- 
ries who have been entrusted, with their administration.— 
Sach a scrutiny will enable you to discharge your own re- 
sponsible duties. with satisfaction to yourselves and profit to 

- your constituents. In the same spirit, I trust I may commend 
to your approval the virtues of industry and economy in ex- 
ecuting the high trust which has been committed to your 

Prominent amongst the subjects which will engage your ear- 
nest attention, is the Bank of ‘Tennessee, I cannot too strong- 
ly urge upon you the importance of examining thoroughly in- 

. to the condition of this institution, with a view to the adoption-of 
such measures as will insure its continued safety and efficiency. 
I am satisfied from the Report of its presiding officer, that the 
burthens and liabilities imposed upon it by existing laws, are 
‘greater than it can bear without such inroads upon its capital as 
must greatly impair its usefulness, if not terminate in its ulti- 
mate prostration. These are results which cannot be avoided 
except by your interposition. It is required by existing laws 
to meet liabilitiesto an amount much larger than it can realize 
-in the way of profits by any system of prudent and safe mana- 
gement. In this state of things, it becomes your imperious duty 
either to provide for its gradual liquidation orto come to its re- 
lief by a timely removal of its burthens. >- f 

I cannot discover the necessity for the liquidation of the 
Bank. This process would inevitably be attended with a 
large amount of pecuniary embarrassment and commercial 
daranzement. The withdrawal of its circulation would cre- 
state a vacuum which would be filled by the paper of othe 
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Banks, incorporated by our own or other States. 'The cur- 


. renoy furnished by it has been at alltimes as good as that of 


ihe other institutions in our State, and I see no reason to 
suppose that it is not as good as that which could be furnish- 
ed by any other Bank that might be, hereafter created. I 
see no reason to expect that any other Bank in our State 
would be better managed or would yield better profits 
When compared with the management of the other institu- 
tions in the State, I have no reason to doubt that it has been 
conducted with equal skill, prudence and profit, 

If the Bank of Tennessee were wound up it would devolve 
npon the Legislature to invest that portion of its capital 
made up of the Common School Fund, and the amount de- 
posited by the General Government in our Treasury. These 
funds are now yielding more than legal interest under the op- 
erations of the Bank. It would be difficult, if not impossible, 
tofind any safer or more profitable investment of these funds. 
Ifthey were invested in the purchase of the State Bonds, the, 
interest on so much thereof as might be purchased with the: 
Schogl funds would necessarily have to be provided out of 
the State Treasury. These aresome of the obstacles to liqui- 
dation, which strike my mind as insuperable, and induce me 
to invite your seríous consideration to the necessity of reliev- 
ing the Bankof someofitsburthens. . 

My examination of this subject has satisfied me that the 
true policy to be adopted in regard to the Bank, is to require 
ihe profits made annually to be paid into the Treasury, to 
constitute part of the revenue of the State, and to be dis- 
bursed by the 'Treasury in meeting the liabilities of the State, 
in the same manner that the other revenue of the tate is 
now disbursed. If this were done, and the liabilities now 
imposed upon the Bank were transferred to the Treasury, 
the Bank would be entirely relieved, and our financial sys- 
tem would be reduced to entire simplicity. The Bank would 
continue to be the depository of the public revenue, as at 
present, and might actas the agent of the Treasury, as it 
now does, in paying the accruing interest onthe State Bonds, 
which are held at distant points. The Comptroller's report 
each year would then exhibit a full and intelligible view of 
our financial condition, and our system would be relieved of 
that complication which now makes it somewhat difficult of 
ready comprehension. I submit these suggestions to your 
attentive consideration, and indulge the anxious hope that if 
they fail to meet your approval and adoption, your own wis- 
dom will devise some other efficient plan for giving relief to 
the Bank. In connection with this subject, I invite your con- 
sideration to the propriety of resuscitatiug the three branches 
which are now ina process of liquidation. These branches 
were all located at important commercial points, surrounded 
by rich country and an enterprising population. In such lo- 
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and I know no reason to doubt a similar. result if these 
branches were restored and placed under prudent manage- : 

In calling your attention to the subject of popular educa- ' 
tion, I have most sincerely to regret that I am unable to ze 
commend for your adoption any specific measure for the im- | , 
prove ment of our present system of common schools. Of the! , 
great value of an efficient system of common schools, I ami *- 
strongly convinced; and I am equally wellsatisfied of the ut- ! 
ter incapacity of our present system to meet the reasonable | 
wishes-of the people. This incapacity, I doubt not, arises ` 
mainly from the limited amount of the fund for annual dis- -p 
tribution. It may be true that there are defects in the system 
itself, which your wisdom can remedy, but with the present 
amount of annual distribution, I cannot indulge the hope that 
the system can be so amended as to be made efficient. ` 

The importance of popular education in the preservation 
and perpetuation of our invaluable institutions, is so palpable 
and so universally felt and admitted, that it is matter of re- 
gret and surprise that more progress has not been made in 
securing its bencfits. Jt is manifest to my mind that these 
benefits can never be secured without a large increase of the yY 
common school fund. I know of no mode of attaining this " 
end, exceptby a resort. to taxation for school purposes. None Xx 
will doubt that the purposes of education furnish à legitimate `. 
object for the exercise of the taxing power. Indeed,it would 
be difficult to conceive of an object more appropriate for the 
exercise of the taxing power, than that of training up the 
rising generation to bécome useful and valuable citizens.— 
The claims of patriotism, philanthropy and religion, all com- 
bine in a strong appeal in behalf of so noble an object. If I 
felt authorized to recommend for your adoption my individual 
wishes and opinions on this interesting subject, I would urge 
upon you the exercise of the power vested in you; but in my 
extensive intercourse with our own common constituents, I 
have seen no evidence to justify me in supposing that such 
a recommendation would be in aecordance with their convic- 
tions or expectations. Your more intimate acquaintance 
with the sentiments aud wishes of the people will enable you 
to judge more accurately on this subject than I ean 4o; and 
into your hands I commit the subject, with the ardent hope 
that your labors may be successfulin advancing the great 
cause of popular education. 

I know of no subject which is entitled to more of your de- ` 
liberations than that of a system of Internal Improvements.— 
Nature has been liberal in bestowing upon our State the ele- 
ments of prosperity and happiness, but until these resources 
are developed by a liberal system of Internal Improvements, 
our real advantages can never be fully understood and appre- 
ciated. Wichout facilities for commercial communication, 
our citizens are not presented with inducements to exert 
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their industry and exterprise in bringing to light th- hidden 
treasures within their reach. Some portions of our State in, 
which nature has been mostlavish in her agricultural and 
mineral bounties, are so completely cut off from commercial 
facilities by surrounding mountain ranges, that little or no 
advancement can be made towards wealth and prosperity.— 
I regard it to be the duty of the tate to exert her power in 
removing the barriers to commercial intercourse, and so far- 
as she has the means, to enable all of her citizens to , have 
easy access to the best markets for the products of their labor. 

Upon lookingat the geographical position of our State, the 
mind is strongly impressed with the necessity of a railroad 
communication extending from the eastern to the western 
boundary, as nearly through its centre as practicable. Such 
an improvement would place evcry portion of the State with- 
in an accessible distance of the line of road, and would give 
auniversal impulse to industry and enterprise which could 
not fail in a short time to make ours one of the richest States 
in the Union. Sach aline of railroad is the more strongly 
recommended from the fact that. at our eastern boundary it 
would promise direct communication with the Atlantic, through 
simular works in progress by Virginia. and at the western 
boundary it would make the communication easy with the 
projected railroad to the Pacitic. Upon the completion of 
these several projects in connection with the Georgia improve- 
ments which are rapidly approaching our bordcrs, our State 
would become the great thoroughfare, in its whole length, for 
the immense travel and transportation which such a line 
would command. If our State possessed the necessary means 
of constructing such a work, I shculd have no hesitation in 
recommending its adoption as a systein worthy of our enter- 
prise. All, however, who are acquainted with the extent of 
our means and the amount or cur present indebtedness, will 
at once agree that the system indicated is impracticable on 
account of its great magnitude. 

If we cannot accomplish so great an undertaking it is a 
matter of duty to inquire whether we can safely embark in 
any portion of it, and to what extent. 

With this view, I invite your attention to four projects al- 
‘ready occupying a large share of the publie mind. I allude 
to the proposed railroad from the "Virginia line to Knoxville 
—the Tennessee and Georgia road already in process of con- 
struction, connecting Knoxville with the Georgia road, and 
the Nashville and Chattanooga, in a rapid progress of con- 
struction, connecting Nashville with Chattanooga, and that 
portion of the Mobile aud Ohio railroad proposed to be ex- 
tended from South to North through the Western District of 
our State. The three first may all be regarded as sections of 
the general system to which I have already directed your 
attention. The two proposed roads in East Tennessee arë 
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of incalculable importance to that portion of the State.— 
Their completion, (particularly if the Virginia road is con- 
strueted to our eastern border,) would remove the barriers 
which have heretofore prevented the development of the 
rich resources of that division of the State. The Tennessee 
and Georgia road presents particularly strong claims upon 
your consideration, from the fact that the State has already. 
sunk a large amount on this work and its completion furnish- 
es the only hope of any return for the expenditures already 
made. Of theimportance of the Nashville and Chattanooga 
road to the interests of the middle portion of the State, I need 
not speak—the work will at once commend itself to your con- 
sideraiion as one of the noblest enterprises of the age. The 
advantages of a road running through the Western District, 
between the Tennessee and Mississippi rivers, will at once oc- 
cur io all who examine the subject. 

I recommend each of these projects as well worthy of all 
the aid which the State can safely render to them. But in 
determining whether you will extend the aid of the State to 
all or either of them, and to what extent, there are certain con- 
siderations of g1eat moment, which, in my judgment, ought to be 
kept constantly in view. It is certain that the State can furnish 

o aid to these or any other projects of Internal Improvements 
s xcept by the use of her credit. Indeciding whether her credit 
can be safely resorted to or not, it will be incumbent on you to 
look carefuiiy into the present indebtedness of the State and our 
means of meeting promptly its principal and interest. If you 
shall come to the conclusion that our present debt cannot be in- 
creased without affecting the credit of cur bonds, this ogght to 
be an insuperable barrier to any action on the subject. We are 
bound by the highest obligations to preserve the credit of the 
State inviolate and untarnished. If you should be satisfied that 
our credit would not suffer by an increase of our debt, 1 cannot 
too strongly impress upon your minds the importance of provi- 
ding with certainty for the payment of the accruing interest at 
the same time that you provide for contracting the additional 
debt. I feel it my duty also to recommend that before embark- 
ing the credit of the State in any work you satisfy yourselves 
fully that the work when completed will yield a fair profit upon 
the capital invested, and as the best guarantee on this point that 
the State shall come forward with her aid after individual capi- 
tal has been embarked to such an extent as to insure the State 
against ultimate loss. These principlesi regard as fundamental 
in connection with this subject, and I commend them to your 
adoption, whether you are about to embark the State in the, 
works 1 have specially designated or any others in which the aid 
of the State may be invoked. 

It will be your duty to look carefully into the revenue laws to - 
detect any defects which may exist and to make such amend- 
ments as may be needed. Complaints have been made as to the 
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enequal operation of the revenue laws as they affect the mercan- 
tile community. These complaints appear to me to be well 
founded, and Irecommend the subject to your consideration, for 
such amendments as will remove all jant grounds of complaint. 

Your attention has been no doubt already directed to the pro- 
gress made towards the completion of the beautiful capitol build- 
ing now in progress of erection. The magnificent scale on 
which this structure was originally projected, necessarily re- 
quires much time and money for its completion, but when com- 
pleted, it will be a State House o ‘which we may well be proud. 
i deem it proper to recommend h work to your especial exami- 
natoin, with a view of determining whether it would not be sound 
policy and good economy to pro^ ''the means for a more early 
completion of the building than ca 1 ve attainedwithout providing 
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former times prevailed on- this subject have proved ground- 
less. Our Constitution wisely prohibits hasty and rash 
amendments of the fundamental law, but with equal wisdom 
it provides a safe and satisfactory mede of securing necessa- 
ry reforms. Fully satisfied that ‘he reform indicated is de- 
manded as well þv the true inem: ts of the State as by the 
popular wil, | recommend tha: sou take the necessary steps 
for securing he desired amendat at as early a period as 
may be prac ble under the Cons. «ition.

and to the last extremity. With this view, I recommend that 
you adopt and forward to Congress a remonstrance expressive 
of the sentiments of our constituents on this exciting question. 

I submit these suggestions to your wise consideration, with 
an ardeni hope that your deliberations wil be characterized by 
harmony and energy, and that your’ labors will redound to the 
lasting happiness and honor of our Ntate. |

Mr. Hill, from the committeeon education and common schools 
to whom was referred the third Biennial Report of the Trustees 
of the Institution for the education of the deaf and dumb, report- 
ted that said committee have had the same under consideration, 
and respectfully submit the following report: i: 

This institution had its origin in 1844, when it received a 
small appropriation from the "Treasury of the State, sufficient 
only to enable it to evince to the public, its practicability and 
power to do good. From this small, beginning it has gone on 
increasing in strength and character and gathering around it, the 
respect, the confidence, the hopes and the sympathies of the 
publie until now, it stands forth a proud, and beautiful monu- 
ment ofscience and benevolence. No appealto the most tender 
sympathies, the most generous sentiments of nature can be 
stronger than that which comes to us from the deaf and dumb in 
Tennessee. Living in the midst of society, they are yet in com- 
plete and melancholy isolation from it, from all its warm associ- 
ations and its bright sympathies; closed with them are the avenues 
of intelligence by which God and nature inspire the mind and 
elevate and purify the heart, and while learning, and virtue and 
religion are flashing their electric sun-ray around us, upon society 
and into almost every struggling mind; they alone are envoloped 
in impenetrable darkness. In this of profound ignorance human 
benevolence has found them, but there it does not necessarily 
leave them. Difficult and impracticable as the task may at first 
appear, it takes them up, puts them in communication with the 
magnetic wires of social intercourse, whose influences, circulate 
from heart to heart, throughout the whole compass of human 
existence. It introduces them to the beauties, and the delights 
of literature, to the mysteries of science, to the profound truths 
of philosophy, and to the sublime teachings and eternal hopes 
of a christian theology. 

And to us they send up this mute appeal for this light and 
knowledge and religion. 

Shall we refuse them? Shall we turn our back upon them, 
with heartless and frigid indifference? 

The first sentiments and impulses of humanity, say no! ‘And 
fortunately we live in a country where the first duty of govern- 
ment corresponds with the first instincts of our natures. The 
very establishment of government looks to the protection of the 
weak andthe afflicted. The aggregation of men into commu- 
nities is for that purpose. Anda government, a free govern- 
ment, in the nineteenth century established end acting upon 
other principles, would be a heartless and cruel mockery of the 
rights of man. Influenced and impressed by such considera- 
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tions as these, your committee recommend the extension to this 
. Institution of such. aid as is demanded by its present condition, 
and justified by its future prospects. S 

These are clearly. set forth in the report of the trustees. Its . 
increasing character and importance, the exténsion of its use- 
fulness, the health of its pupils, require the erection of larger 
and more commodious buildings. l 

These are in progress of completion upon a plan which in its : 
attention to economy does not disregard the character and pros- 
prects of the Institution; nor in the anticipation of the future 
overlook a proper and wise enconomy. In this building, the 
trustees have-been compelled to anticipate the aid of the State. 
by contracting debts, to the amount of $3,682, and they esti- . 
mate the cost of completing the building at $12,000. The scho- 
lastic management of the Institution is in the hands of the - 
Rev. Thos. Maclntire, its accomplished principal, to whose un- 
surpassed abilities in his vocation, and untiring labors for its, 
success, it is, doubtless, largely indebted for its character and |: 
standing. i 

There can be no better evidence of the usefulness of this In- : 
stitution, than the fact, that it has been compelled to refuse 
many application for admission as pupils, and reluctantly to turn 
them back into intellectual -and moral, worse than physical 
penury and want. It may be proper here to remark, that if the 
General Assembly make the appropriation asked for by the ` 
trustees, it will be the best appropriation which they can make.. 

‘For the bill which is herewith submitted, compels them to 

finish the buildings with that appropriation, in such mode and, 
style as it will warrant. In looking tothe laws governing this 
Institution, it will be found that none have been passed to com- 
pela general diffusion of its benefits equally throughout the 
State; this.is a defect which out to be supplied; particularly if 
considerable appropriations be made to it from the Treasury. 

Your committee, herewith submit a bill for that purpose, and 
recommend its passage.

affairs of said company, and that said committee report the re- 
sult of their deliberation at as early a day as practicable; and, 
for the purposes aforesaid that said committee have power tp 
send for persons and papers, with power to compel their attend- 
ance. " 
Having had the subject of said resolution under consideration 
at numerous meetings of the committee and having made a 
full and thorough investigation into the conditions and affairs of 
said company, by the examination of the charter and laws gov- 
erning said company; by a critical inspection of the reports and 
official documents of said company, and of the reports of com- 
missioners appointed and reporting under the provisions of the 
Act of 1840; by an examination of the action of the Board of In- 
ternal | mprovements, the Attorney General of the State and the 
Governor, on the applications of said company for the issue of 
State bonds; and by’ an examination of the President of said 
company, and Samuel A. Smith, a director on the part of the 


“State and other witnesses, on interogatories; and by a due consid- 


eration of other matters and things connected with said exami- 
nation; and having come to a full and satisfactory conclusion, in 
their own minds, said commitiee now report the result of their - 
labors, as follows: 

First. They find that on the 3d of October, 1842, when the 
State by her Attorney General instituted suit against. the old 
company, and suspended the work and business of the company 
by injunction, the individual stockholders had paid on their stock 
$357,000; that between said date and the 31st of March,.1848, they 
had paid a further sum of $103.662; making their payments to 
said last mentioned date $460,662; and since said last mentioned 
date have made further payments to the amount of $68,728 38 
cents; making their aggregate payments to this time the sum of 
$529,390 38. The committee cannot ascertain and report pre- 


‘cisely what amounts of said payments were made in cash, or in 
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labor, or in right of way, or any other thing. From the testimo- 
ny, however, they are satisfied the greater portion of the pay- 
ments were made by the stockholdérg in cash, and in cash liabili- 
ties of the company incurred for work which had been actually 
done, estimated and received before such payments of stock were 
made. In short. the committee are satisfied that by payment 
made by the individual stockholders in labor, right of way or 
anything else besides cash, no injury or loss has been.suffered by 
the company, the State or individual stockholders; and that in the 
partnership between the State and individuals, in said company, 
no fraud has been committed or attempted by individuals in their 
"payment of stock. ‘The committee find that the State had paid 
under the act of 19th of January, 1838, the sum of $357,000, on 
the 3d of October, 1842; between the 3d of October, 1842 and 
the 31st of March, 1848, she paid a further sum of $92,000; and 
since then and under the amended charter or new organization of 
the company $73.000, making her entire payments of stock in 
said company $522,000. s 

Secondly. Thé committee- further find that. the nominal value 
or entire cost of the road. under the old charter, or rather old or- 
ganization was about $940,000; and they assume as its real value 
the amount assessed and agreed upon by the commissioners acting 
under the Act of 4th of February, 1848, being the sum of $454,- 
831. The committee assume said valuation as the real value 
of the work, or rather road, at said daté, because fixed by 
commissioners under an Act of the Legislature, and binding on 
the State and individual stockholders. The report of said com- 
missioners is filed in the office of the Comptroller and bears date 
the 31st March, 1848, being the time at which said valuation was 
made. The committee are satisfied the old work on the road is 
fully worth the amount of said valuation. Said commissioners 
under authority of said Act also scaled or reduced the paid stock 
of the State at said date, to the sum of $224,500, and that of indi- 
viduals to the sum of $230,331. So that the present interest of 
‘the State in said road will be when she pays the balance of her 
present subscription, the sum of $425,500. 

The committee report, therefore, that there is a difference bé- 
tween the nominal and real value of the work done, &c., under 
the old charter. as before shown; and they state the following as 
constituting, in their opinion, the principal and perhaps the only 
reasons for that difference. That isto say: ~ Ist. The contracts 
were let at a time (1837 and 1838,] when, as is known to every 
one, the price of labor and supplies were extravagantly high, and 
consequently the work was undertaken and done at high prices- 

2d. A loss of about $100,000, being discount on the sale of the 
bes of the State issued to said Company in. payment of lier 
stock. 

3d. On account of the suspension of the work by the injunc- 
tion of the State, the Company lost $60 or 70,000 in the accumu- 
lation of interest on debts. . l MEC ye 
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4th.. The Company lost in preparations for making iron for the 
road, about” $30,000 dollars, the work being suspended and en- 
joined bythe State. — 

5th. The suspension of the work, by the suit of the State, for 
a great length of time, caused a loss of near $30,000 in the decay 
and destruction of timbers prepared for the road. 

6th. The injury to the road bed, embankments, culverts, drains, ` 
ditches, &c., on account of the work remaining so long unre- 
paired and unprotected. 

7th. The accumulation of costs in suits instituted against the 
Company during the pendency of the State's suit which suspend- 
ed the operations of the Company. These, the committee after 
mature deliberation are satisfied constitute the principal losses 
sustained by the company, and are the causes ofthe difference 
between the nominal and real value of the work done under the 
old organization. And the committee deem it but justice to state 
that, in their opinion, the action of the State, caused a portion, if 
no t indeed the larger portion of thoselosses. But the committee 
will not suffer themselves to find fault, either with the constituted 
authorities of the State, or with the individual-stockholders, or 
with the direction ofthe Company, in regard to any of those cau- 
ses of loss to the corporation. There does not seem to be any 
ground for the crimination of either of the parties; and the com- 
mittee think that the de, reciation and losses were in some degree 
owing to the peculiar condition of the affairs of the country, at 
the time.governed and controlled by causes over and beyond the 
control of the parties in said corporate partnership. 

Thirdly, The committee have had before them and have exam- 
ined the contract with Gen. Duff Green with said Company for 
the building of the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad. The 
contract is a large one, as itembraces the construction and equip- 
ment of theentire road from Dalton in Georgia to Knoxville, and 
the building and furnishing all engine and car houses, depot and. 
station houses, wood and water stations, and in short all necessa- 
ry and proper buildings and fixtures, so as to put the road in com- 
plete and successful operation. The first section of forty miles 
is to be completed by the first of July, 1850; the second section 
of forty miles/to Blaii’s Ferry on the Tennessee River to be com- 
pleted by the first of March 1852, and the remaiuing section to 
Knoxville by the first of March 1854. On the entire contract the 
Company are to pay Gen. Green $1,850,000, besides the bridge 
across the Tennessee river. which is to be paid for on valuation 
of competent engineers. Of the foregoing sum the Company are 
to pay Gen. Green $1,150,000 in the stock or shares of the compa- 
ny, as the stock is earned by him in the progress of the work.— 
The road to be constructed under this contract is to be a first 
class road, with first class equipments; it will be indeed, when 
finished, one of the best roadsinthe Union. Its average cost per 
mileincluding bridges, buildings, equipments and everything else 
necessary to put it in fulloperation, will be something under 
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$92:000. which the committee believe is much under the aver- 
age cost per mile of good Railroads heretofore constructed in the 
‘United States. The committee are of opinion that, under all the 
circumstances, the contract is a very favorable one for the 
Company, ií carried into execution as they, from the evidence 
they have taken, are induced to believe it will be. And by the, 
term Company the committee intend to include the State. ` | 

The committee further report that the stock to be taken by Gen. 
Green under his contract was not reported as so much stock paid 
in by private subscription upon which an equal amount of State 
bondsissued. They are satisfied there never was any intention | 
whatever on the part of the Company or its officers so to report 
said stock. Onthe contrary, Gen. Green is only paid shares of 
stuck as he earns them, and does not receive any advances on his 
contract either in stock or any other thing, and consequently 
cannot be in debt to the Company at any time. The committe 
are also satisfied that no individual stock of said Company is re- 
ported as paid until itis bona fide paid. | 

The committee find no cause of complaint or ground for a 
charge of fraud in relation to any transaction of the Company, 
whatever. They have been informed that vague rumors, sur- 
mises, indefinite charges and misstatements have been put in 
circulation in different places, calculated to impairconfidence in 
the Company, to destroy its credit and to retard its successful ope- 
rations. These the committee think unfounded and unjust; and 
whether originated and circulated through ignorance or in mal- 
ice, should be at once abandoned and disregarded. The commit- 
tee find no just cause for them whatever, and make this state- 
ment to disabuse the public mind. 

The committee will here take occasion to remark—and it 
gives them pleasure to do so--that,so far as they can ascertain, the 
affairs of said company are managed with prudence and fidelity; 
and that the officers, directors and agents of the company are en- 
titled to the confidence, aid andsupport of the State and her citi- 
zens, in their efforts for the construction of their road. 

Our examinations and enquiries have also satisfied your com- 
mittee, that Gen. Duff Green, the contractor, is a man of great 
resources of mind, of much experience,and is excelled by few 
men in energy and perseverance. They arealso pleased to learn 
that the engineers and agents in charge of the work, are well 
qualified and working men, and such as can be depended onto 
carry forward a public work. p 

The committee also report that the work on the road is pro- 
gressing with energy and rapidity; that eighty miles out of one 
hundred and fourteen, the length of the road, are in such a state 
of forwardness as to be made ready in a short time for receiving 
the superstructure; and that the timbers for some fifteen ortwen- 
ty miles are prepared and ready to be laid down. 

It is deemed fitting and proper that your committee remark, in 
conclusion, that the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad is one 
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of the great improvements of the State, that its construction will 
do much in unlocking and bringing into use the resources of an 
important section of our commonwealth; that the position and 
connection of said work, make it an important link in the great 
chain of railways which must and will, ere long, bind together the 
extreme north-east and south-west corners of the State. 

‘This work cannot be abandoned or put down. It must be con- 
structed, and every citizen of the State is deeply interested in its 
speedy completion. And this urgent necessity calls upon us all 
to reach out a sustaining and helping hand. We are satisfied 
the work cannot be brought to an early completion without lib- 
eral aid from the State. T 

This improvement commends itself to every member of this 
Legislature. First, because the State has unproductive capital 
vested in it, and because that capital cannot be made productive, 
in any definite period, without further aid from the State, and 
secondly, because, from its state of forwardness, the work can, 
with proper aid, be brought into use in a short period, and can 
soon be made to yield a dividend to the State on her investment; 
and, thirdly, the State will not, in the opinion of your committee, 
risk much, if anything, in granting the aid which the committee 
learn is asked by the company, because your committee firmly 
believe that the road will have abundant capaeity and resources 
-oftrade and business, to meet the interest as it falls due, and to 
liquidate the principal of the loan at maturity. These are reasons 
which, as before remarked, commend themselves to every mem- 
berof this Legislature, and they are reasons which, among others, 
urge your committee to recommend to the Legislature to grant 
to the company the aid of the State heretofore asked for; and your 
committee do therefore, in good faith, earnestly and respectfully 
recommend and urge the same.

Gavock as appears from a written statement of Mr. Farquason, 
former agent of the Nashville Bank, but no deed is before the 
committee: yet they de not doubt, sach deed was made.. The 
committee learn from a report on the journals of the last session of 
this General Assembly, made by a committee to whom was refer- 
ed a similar resolution that the Bank conveyed the lands to the 
State, or for the benefit of the State. 

The committee, however, having no other evidences of such

Submission to a vote of the people would be a bar to any fur- 
ther action of the Legislature on the latter. 

In the opinion of the committee, under the authority of the 
third section of the eleventh article of the constitution of the 
State, latter clause thereof, ‘That the Legislature shall not pro- 
pose amendments to the constitution oftener than once in six 
years.

Senate bill [No. 104) to change the times of holding the circuit 
courts in’ the county of Sevier, be returned to the House; the 
House having reconsidered the vote rejecting said bill. 

Mr. Thornburg submitted the following. 

The committee to whom was referred “the bill to relieve the 
mechanic trades of this State, from moral, pecuniary.and social 
degradation" beg leave to report, that they have had the same 
under consideration. They have not been able to resist the con- 
clusion, that the present penal code of Tennessee virtually wages 
war upon a great number of useful and thrifty; mechanic arts 
among us. The Penitentiary is, in effect, a great manufactory, in 


which the dregsof every other class of society are converted into. 


the mechanic class—in which felons degraded with‘ infamous 
- crimes, men even branded as “infamous” by the statutes—disfran- 
chised and outlawed for their enormities, are steadily being con- 
verted from every other pursuit in life intomechanics, and sent out 
to compete with, to mingle and work with, socially to connect 
themselves with, ‘and to degrade our honest and toiling mechanic 
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citizens. This is unjest. It is impolitic and incongénial with 
that equality of right and position which is at the foundation of 
popular government. To break down the independeuce and re- 
spectability of one class of the people for the. supposed good. of 
others, is a policy leading tothe putting the feet of one class up- 
on the neck of another, and can only be -supposed worthy of a 
monarchy or a despotism. To suppress. and socially degrade 
with felon labor and association, a variety of valuable industrial 
pursuits, and the millions of freemen who follow them, is un- 
Worthy a republic, where independent industry and independent 
Suffrage are the bulwcrks of popular liberty and prosperity. 
The legislation of a well regulated popular government can cer- 
tainly never tend deliberately to degrade and humble one class, 
‘and a large and useful one of the people whom elevation and 
self respect are essential to the preservation of the government. 
In Tennessee, your committee are of opinion that there are too 

few. mechanics, and too few mechanic trades. We have among 
us only the simple mechanic trades, carpenters, blacksmiths, &e. . 
whilst millions of mon:y are taken out of Tennessee annually 
to pay for the products of the more complicated mechanic arts 
and maunfactories of Pennsyvania, New York, Massachusetts 
and other States of the Union. Instead of depressing and so- 
cially degradi g by our laws, we should endeavor to encourage 
the introduction ‘of new mechanic arts and thousands of addition- 
al laborers. Perhaps, fifty thousand Collins’ axes from Massa- 
chusetts are sold annually in Tennessee; steam engines and ma- 
chinery for cotton and wool factories, cabinet ware, fine mar- 
ble work; hats, boots and shoes, carriages, upholstery, glass and. 
porcelain ware, cutlery. saws, chisels, hoes, and almost a thous- 
and other things in daily use among us, are manufactured in the 
eastern States, and imported in large amounts, running up our 
importations to some $10 000,000 per year, when our whole ex- 
poftations to pay for them do not exceed $8,500,000. ‘This isa 
heavy drain upon us, when no State: in the Union could more 
cheaply feed and better support the manutacturers of these ar- 
ticles than Tennssee. In Pennsylvania the products ot the me- 
chanic and manufacturing arts are equal to the whole products 
of agriculture. In New York,they are nearly as great, and in 
Massachusetts they are much greater; but in, Tennessee whilst 
.the agricultural crop in 1848 is estimated at $40,000,009, the pro- 
ducts of manufactures and mechanic arts amount to but $5,000,- 
000. In Massachusetts there is a consumer for nearly every pro- 
ducer; but in Tennessee, where we so much need consumers for 
our vast agricultural surplus, where we so much need the pro- 
ducts of these handicrafts, and where we have all the element 
of their employment, and could feed them so cheaply, we have 
only about one consumer for every five producers among our in- 
dustrial classes. 

. Your committee are earnestly impressed with the belief, that 
. the Penitentiary system tends to perpetuate this condition of 
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things in socially degrading the mechanic arts and driving away 
or deterring from cóming among us men who are adding wealth 
and strength to other common wealths-where mechanic arts are 
not so oppressed with that degradation of felon labor. The very 
sparseness of our mechanic population, your committee believe, 
renders the penal system in Tennessee more invidious and inju- 
‘yious to mechanics asa class. Farmers would not be so injuri- 
óusly affected by such a system because of their great uumber. 
But from the great body of farmers and citizens of every pursuit 
the felons are taken and converted into mechanics, who, being 
few in number are thereby seriously affected as a class. 

Your committee would not, however, recommend any sudden 
or violent change in our Penitentiary system. They have con- 
ferred with the keeper of the penitentiary, and found that some 
modifications are admissible without conflicting with any inter- 
est of the State, and in view of the high considerations to me- 
chanies above mentioned, and much to be desired. 

The bill under consideration leaves much to the discretion of 
of the keeper within certain narrow limits. It proposes certain 
slight modification which, in the opinion of your committee will 
not in any respect prejudice any publie interest whatever. Itis 
a step in the right direction. The bill is so guarded as to permit 
the keeper to carry the proposed change so far, and no farther, 
than the work upon the Capitol and other public interests will 
allow in safety. They therefore respectfully recommend the 
passage of the two first sections of the bill. MC

` This bill proposes more than a mere change or modification of 
the pleading and practice of our courts; it goes to the.extent of 
destroying all the machinery by which the laws ofthe land are 
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administered, destroying all forms of action, as if one remedy 
could cure. all diseases, as if one form of proceeding could be 
adapted to every case no matter how incongrüous. Besides ćer- 
tain consequences would follow the proposed abolition’ of all ae- 
tions that seem not to have occurred to the friends of the bill, 
that could not fail to involve the rights: of property in incalcula- 
ble difficulty. They seem not to have looked with due care to the 
fact that the destroying all actions and forms of actions would 
repeal all our statutes of limitations. It would repeal those. stat- 
utes, because they all apply to the actions and if the actions are 
abolished there would remain nothing to which the limitations 
could apply. This was a difficulty it is believed by the commit- 
tee, the people of New York found themselves in on adopting a 
bill similar to this.

missioners were appointed consisting of legal men, to take the 
subject under consideration and report a system of pleading and 
practice. These commissioners had made sundry reports com-: 
prising a large volume of upwards of four hundred pages at great _ 
costs for each year, and it is believed no system satisfactory to 
the public,.has yet been presented by the commissioners and 
adopted. ‘As a measure of policy the committee would: ask, 
would it not be wise tor Tennessee to wait until the experiment’ 
being made by New York shall be tested. By doing so we 
might be more safely guided in our reforms and would save to 
the Treasury the expense of her outlays to her commissioners, 
The bill again proposes to destroy the chancery' court and con- 
centrate the whole law and equity jurisdiction in the circuit 
courts ofthe State. The committee are not aware the country 
is prepared for this change or desire it. And generally, the com- 
mittee are not of opinion the bill proposés changes and reforms 
of any the practical utility, tha t is to say theleast, a skeleton or 
frame work, merely fraught with nothing useful but with much of 
mischief. Judicial reforms should be of slow and careful pro- 
gress. i B i

That the éxercise of this power is: expedient and neces- 
sary—with rare and patriotic exceptions, this seems to'be the 
settled design of th» people of the northern States. The pulpit, 
the ballot box, the Halls of legislation have all become tributary 
. to this fanatical hostiliyy tothe South. Fora series of years we 
have.stood upon the defensive. Devoted to the-Union we have 
shrunk from thé agitation of a questiou so fearfully calculated 
‘to estrange us in feeling from our northern brethren. Relying 
Upon the truth of our cause, we have presented the calm -front 
of a patient forbearance to every aggression. We have appeal- 
ed to them by every reason that could move the nobler emotions 
of an American ‘citizen—to their patriotism, their devotion-to 
‘our common Univon;-we have invoked the recollection of the-past; 
we have appealed to the hopes of the future. It has all been of 
. no avail. We are forced to the painful conclusion, that it is

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vain to kope for an abandonment of this subtle'design. Submis- 
sion to a series of wrongs has but provoked further aggression, 
and, it is wise in States asin individuals to'resist encroachments.

‘are reluctant to adopt. 


In the name of our constituents, we solemnly deny the existence 
of the power claimed. We assert, it will violate the constitu- 
tion, and tend to a dissolution of the Union. We again re- 
monstrate in feelings of conciliation with our northern 
brethren. We warn them of the consequences of perseverance. 
They have disregarded the most solemn compromises -in which 
we yielded too much. Their course indicates a determination to 
decide by the force of numbers. "There is no common arbriter, 
and we too must decide for ourselves. That decision is made. 
We take our stand on the plain principles of the constitution, and 
intend to maintain it, or sink in the effort. 

We assert that these: States by the revolution; by the declar- 
ation of independence; and by the treaty of peace, became 


„separate and independent sovereignties, with all the political 


power of separate and distinct nations; that they are still so 
except so far asthey may have expressly delegated part of their 
power to the General Government. They have not delegated 
their sovereignity. The Federal Government is not sovereign. 
It is a limited federative system possessed only of such powers as 
have been expressly granted to it by the constitution, with such 
implied powers as are absolutely necessary to earry out the ex- 
press grants. We maintain that the system of slavery was re- 
cognized by the constitution; slaves were recognized as pro- 
perty; the full right to which was guarded, protected and guar- 


- antied by the compact with more special care than other species 


ofproperty. Congress has no power over such property to 
abolish, or prohibit or impair its usefulness. The right of pro- 
perty preceded the constitution; it is coeval with the history of 
man; it exists by a paramount law of nature; it is subject of con- 
trol by state sovereignty only. "This Union never would have 
been formed, but for the guaranty contained in the constitution 
on the subject of slavery, A 

We assertthat the territory acquired by the late treaty with 
Mexico, is the common property of all the people ofthe United 
States, and all have the right to move to it, and take with them 
their property, their relizion and liberty. Congress did not create 
property in slaves, nor can it say they shall cease to be property. 
To abolish slavery in the territories isto diminish their value 
and limit their usefulness in the States. It is an appropriation 
of the territories to the people of one portion of our country to 
the exclusion of another whose blood and treasure flowed freely 
in thé war which acquired it. The power of Congress to legis-

On the many complicated questions which have come before 
you, although each in debate contended for his point with zeal 
and warmth, [have not only been amused and edified to see intel- 
lect contend with intellect, but am proud to bear testimony for 
the due respect you have observed not only for your presiding 
officer, but your courteous bearing towards each other. 

If during the session, I have, by word or deed, in an unguarded 
moment wounded the sensibilities of any Senator I pray him to 
consider it unintentional on my part. The polar star for the gov- 
ernment of my action has been a desire to preserve order and 
decorum, by which the dignity.of the Senate might be sustained 
and preserved, without presuming or desiring to trample on the
